How am I to explain of what the 
spirit body is composed? Why don't 
every one accept it as a fact instead of 
a freak of the imagination, because it is 
invisible to the mortal eye? Let me ex- 
plain the situation and composition of 
the spirit body. First, as every one 
should know, the material body—the 
physical body is composed of atoms, 
each atom is in a state of vibration and 
do not lie packed together as we would 
suppose when we look at our flesh. This 
vibration is a fanning motion, not al- 
ways the same. Some days faster, some 
days slower, When it is slow we com- 
plain of a tired feeling. The spirit body 
is also composed of atoms, a great deal 
finer than those composing the physical 
body. These spirit atoms lie between 
tach material atom, alternating with 
them, or as we might say, between each 
material atom is a spirit atom, so that 
their number is the same in both cases. 
Every piece of flesh on the face of the 
tarth, no matter of what animal, leaf or 
plant, is composed of both spirit and 
material atoms, Now we come to the 
lesson of how these two bodies, so clos- 
ely intermingled, become separated at 
what we call death or dissolution? 

So long as the material atoms are 
keeping up their rapid fanning motion, 
the spirit atom is held in place; it can- 
Rot escape. But if anything occurs to 
cause the material atoms to cease their 
motion, then the prisoner escapes. 

There is nothing to impede the pro- 
gress of the spirit body. There is noth- 
ing to hold it back. The soul is to the 
body what the sun is to the solar sys- 
tem. The sun holds and sways the plan- 
ets in perfect order, but were he to be 
fmoved, all the planets would be in dis- 
order. The soul is the seat or dynamo 
of the spirit body. It does not act di- 
rectirx upon the material body, but 
through the finer body, spirit. 

Think of the soul as the dynamo of 
the whole nervous system, where all 
generates. 

Think of the physical body as of the 
eaterpillar—to be discarded. 

Think of the spirit body as of the but- 
terfly at liberty, and yet, do not think 
that this liberty can be attained by tak- 
ing our own lives before the proper time 
fore the birth of the spirit body. 

How would it be it you should take the 
Caterpillar into your hands and say to 
Jeurself, “I think I will hurry this pro- 
‘ess in nature. I will just annihilate Mr. 


Caterpillar and see if the butterfly comes 
forth.” 

It is the same with all nature, if 
plucked too soon.” It don't do any 
good to grieve over a loss of this kind, 
but it is well to profit by the knowledge 
we gain by it. The spirit of the cater- 
pillar is not destroyed, but it must seek 
another material form with which to 
protect its spirit body while it grows 

If the plant is killed before maturity 
has been attained, it will never enter 
the spirit world. But if it does bloom 
ont and perfects itself it can be carried 
on into higher realms of higher homes. 
Those who have studied plant life, 
must have come to the knowledge that 
some plants are finer than others, as the 
violet is finer grained than the dahlia, 
the rose finer than the daisy, etc. This 
also means that their ratio of vibration 
is greater as they are finer, and the 
higher the vibration of the flower the 
higher they can be carried into the spirit 
spheres. So it is with man; with in- 
creased vibration he can be carried on 
and on from the lower planes to the 
higher. A spirit’s vibration is more rap- 
id than man’s. The angel's still faster. 
The arch- angel's still faster, and the ce- 
lestial’s the highest we now know. 

I have often heard the question asked: 
“How do spirits grow old and what do 
they look like when they have lived a 
thousand years?” The spirit does not 
age after a period. When man 
reaches maturity in the physical body 
and the outer body begins to lose its 
vigor and its vibration is on the decline, 
the spirit body pauses in its growth. It 
seems to rest, and after the physical has 
fallen away, the spirit steps forth in all 
its vigor, i. e. if unnatural illness has not 
caused the change. This spirit man will 
never grow older in wrinkles or feeble- 
ness, but if he lives a useful and progres- 
sive life his vibration will still be in- 
creased, and the appearance will be that 
of brightness. Brightness indicates age 
in the natural order of spirit life, and to 
make this idea of brightness better un- 
derstood, I will have to explain its 
source. As I have stated before, the soul 
is a dynamo and acts as such, and with 
great force upon the atoms composing 
the spirit form. It has the power of in- 
creasing or decreasing the vibration of 
the entire system. It has long been dem- 
onstrated by scientific analysis that vi- 
bration of certain properties causes light. 
So it is with the atoms composing the 
spirit body. When their vibration 
very high they throw out a light—each 
and every particle. Therefore, when we 
hear any one speak of a bright spirit or 
a dark spirit, we may readily understand 
that the meaning lies in the ratio of vi- 
bration of their separate bodies. The 
question of the spirit of animals inhabi- 
tating the spirit world has often been 
asked. I will answer as best I can: 

We will take the case of a dog. If the 
dog is killed or dies while he is in the 
full vigor of the physical life, he will have 
all his former desires, cravings to be fed, 
and likes and dislikes to their highest 
extent. He will not be able to cope 
with nature; he cannot gratify his crav- 
ings without a physical form, therefore, 
he will seek to reincarnate with some 
other animal of his kind. By and by the 
old body becomes worn oat, his crav- 
ings have been satisfied, his spirit has 
had its fall and natural growth, he cares 
no more for earth, for he has had all he 
wants of it; but when he passes out of 
the body he will still follow those he 
loves. If his master is still on earth he 
will be apt to follow him about. [f his 
master has gone on before, he will go to 
him if he is shown the way.

A Few Comments on ine Missionary 
Work of the N. S. A. 


Inasmuch as numerous opinions exist 
in the missionary work of the N. S. A., 
and a variety of suggestions have been 
made, it seems apropos that I should 
make a few comments 

The N. S. A. is not in condition as yet 
to create and support a | Systematic mis- 
sionary effort for propaganda. Its pres- 
ent aim is to send out organizers and 
agents to secure co-operation of and sup- 
port by the Spiritualists, We need to 
get our adherents and sympathizers into 
line for united effort.

We are appointed agents to solicit 
such co-operation by organization and 
financial subscription. There is no spec- 
ial missionary fund to called on for 
support of a free effort—hence the need 
for friends of the Cause to make liberal 
donations to the so-called missionaries, 
and to give them public meetings free of

ing of effort and placing of ee pavs 
such localized or limited field will result. 
First, the financial ability to support 
must be created. 

Our Cause demands that the N. S. A. 
and its auxiliary state associations, shall 
create and support local and district 
speakers and mediums. Such fields will 
thereby in time become self-supporting. 

Each friend of the cause can readily 
see that their first duty is to financially 
aid the missionary organizers and create 
a special fund im the N. S. A. for such 
purposes. The present general fund, 
gratifying as it is, will not warrant the 
setting aside of its major portion for 
such a system of propaganda—as other 
great needs for mutual protection and 
effort, are liable to tax its capacity. A 
provident person does not squander, but 
carefully conserves and utilizes his in- 
come. 

We should compliment instead of con- 
demning the careful business manage- 
ment of the N. S. A. Board of Trustees. 
Spiritualists generally, need an increase 
of plain business capacity. Conservative 
wisdom is far better than reckless en- 
thusiasm. The steady financial growth 
of the N. S. A. is a high compliment to 
its management. 

The restriction of a N. S. A. missionary 
to one state or to a district has demon- 
strated in the case of our most worthy 
and energetic associate missionaries, 
who spent most of two years in Indiana, 
that the financial loss is thereby in- 
curred. And, im our case, where we 
traversed sixteen states, we had a small 
financial profit. Hence the efforts of sev- 
eral delegates at the late convention to 
restrict missionary travel on account of 
expense, is not warranted by the result- 
tant receipts. 

We cannot force localities to prepare 
for us, nor can we assume the risk of 
forcing ourselves therein. Many local- 
ities do not need us, owing to having 
local or engaged talent. The business 
method is to go where we can have co- 
operation and are needed. All of the 
states, and each locality desiring our 
services, have a right to them if we can 
SO arrange en route. 

The statements of long railroad jumps 
made by missionaries is not true; for, 
we always make appointments en route 
as much as possible. To that end we 
must arrange our route months in ad- 
vance, and places should apply early.

I am inclined to believe that Mr. and 
Mrs. Sprague expended about as much 
for railroad fares, as did Mrs. Kates 
_and self, and yet their territory was 
more limited than ours. We made a 
continuous circuit of states instead of 
any imposed long trips back and fourth. 

With only two pairs of missionary 
agents in the field, the duty of the N. S. 
A. is to give them full liberty to visit as 
many states and localities as possible. 
Auxiliaries of the N. S. A. have a par- 

amount right to the services of the mis- 
sionaries, and they are all fully willing 
to do all they can to aid the financial 
result, and the N. S. A. is as willing to 
give all necessary free service. 

I trust that these plain statements 
may be fully comprehended by every 
Spiritualist, and a generous support in- 
stead of carping criticism will result, 

There is one critical statement that I 
must notice. A writer in the late Open 
Court said that several state associ- 
ations had complained of over-charge 
by the missionaries. I do not believe 
any state association we have visited 
made any such complaint, for we have 
no more than had bare expense and sal- 
ary in any instance, and in some cases 
less than such. Missouri State Associ- 
ation had our free service; Kansas and 
Minnesota voluntarily paid us a stated 
sum; Texas assumed our salary and ex-

will gladly employ them at an increase 
of salary, which they will earn, I assure 
you. i 

Another item and I am done. They 
who know better than I, and have pos- 
sibly better business sense, may show 
their wisdom or prejudice, as the case 
may happen to be. 

Should an N. S. A. Trustee be a mis- 
sionary? The present Board of Trustees 
unanimously says: es!“ Why? Be- 
cause the results of labors by President 
Barrett as a missionary have been of 
great value to the Board in field infor- 
mation. His personal contact has made 
it possible to know the situation, and 
in many cases where information was 
absolutely necessary, prevented the ex- 
pense of a special envoy to learn the 
facts. Field work by the president makes 
his position important, and his executive 
work invaluable. No president should 
be selected who cannot attend to the 
field work. 

In my case, as a trustee and mission- 
ary, the Board has found in several in- 
stances the same capacity to advise 
and inform. Such being the case, I fa- 
vor Bro. Sprague as a Trustee, and 
think it is a mistake that he is nota 
member of the Board. 

I have no personal ambition to serve 
as a trustee nor as a missionary. I 
want to serve Spiritualism and its cause, 
and its friends the best I can. My own 
interests say: “Retire to private life,” 
but the desires of the N. S. A. and my 
spirit helpers, shall be my duty, and 
when these shall say: “We need you no 
longer,” then will I gladly retire from 
public effort and seek a home that for 
thirty years has been denied me. 

Hoping to do some good and harm 
none, I am always a willing servitor, 
and desire to be a useful helper of our 
and your cause of truth and humanity.

A Seance at Whatcom, Wash. 


The Spiritualiats of kirpa are 
present oying a treat by way o 
ners — 2 the mediumship of 
Henry B: Allen, the well-known musical 
medium, The instruments used are the 
dulcimer and guitar, The performance 
upon the former is wonderful, varying 
from the sweetest music to the oddest 
imitations, vis.: the sawing off of boards, 
boring hole with an angar, the gale at 
sea and many others, 

The cirele is formed and all join hands 
the medium being joined by a stranger 
om either side. A chair is placed behind 
the mediums chair a distance of a couple 
of feet away, Upon which the dulcimer 
is placed. Hands are materialized above 
the heads of the sitters, Slips of paper 
are written upon and carefully placed 
upon the laps af the ladies and vigorously 
tucked into the inside pockets of the 
wetitieman’s conts. At the close of the 
manifestations the medium charges 
everyone to clasp the hands of his neigh- 
bor very tightly as the dulcimer — which 
weighs about 30 pounds — is going to 
be lifted quite over his head and deposit: 
ed upon the stand whieh usually is placed 
in the center of the circle, When the 
lights were turned on the chair upon 
whieh the dulcimer was first placed is 
also found wpsidedown upon the dulcimer 
in the center of the circle

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Work and Prospects of the N. S. A. 
Dear Mr, Editor:— 

Kindly give space in your valued col- 
umns to the following notes from the N. 
S. A, office in Washington. It is our desire 
to keep the public informed of our 
work and prospects. To this end, we 
are pleased to state that the late con- 
vention at Boston was a complete suc- 
cess, and that the work laid out for 
the year promises to be practical and 
successful for the Cause of Spiritualism. 
Among other good things to be done, is 
that of appointing an editor-at-large, to 
keep watch of the secular press and re- 
ply through its own columns to any at- 
tack upon or misrepresentation of Spirit- 
ualism. Negotiations are now pending 
with one of our very best and well 
known veterans in the Cause, to assume 
this important position of editor at large. 
A general superintendant of lyceums is 
to be also in the field for the work and 
in the interests of the lyceum movement 
and Mr. John W. Ring, of the Texas 
State Association, is chosen for that im- 
portant field. His duty will be to help 
strengthen lyceums, organize new ones, 
issue a lyceum paper, Suggest lesson 
work, and do the best he can for the 
Lyceum movement, The National Spirit- 
ual Lyceum, and the Young People's 
Union are both disbanded, but the work 
of these two organizations may be 
brought to account some time in future 
years. 

Missionaries and agents of the N. S. A 
At present there are none such in the 
field, but Mr. and Mrs. Sprague, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Kates as general mission- 
aries during special work for the N. 8 
A. Mrs. Carrie E. S. Twing, is com- 
missioned to work in Florida during the 
Present year, and Mr. Geo. H. Brooks 
also has authority to Present his cre- 
dentials as a missionary wherever he 
ean do good work. All commissions 
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given to agents or missionaries prior to 
Oct. 24th, 1902 are now null and void. 

At present the Mediums’ Home is in 
abeyance, and the N. S. A. is using the 
funds collected for such work, in pension- 
ing worthy mediums who are aged or 
ill, who are veteran workers in the 
Cause. Our funds are not sufficient to 
aid all who deserve such help. Dr. Slade 
is being cared for and we are pensioning 
mediums in New England, in Michigan 
and in California, We will add to the 
list of such beneficiaries as soon as funds 
will allow. 

As there is a Mediums’ Home estab- 
lished in Lansing, Mich., under the aus- 
pices of the Michigan State Association, 
and as the N. S. A. is in harmony in 
its good work, the latter has decided not 
to build a home at Reed City, but to pay 
the pension to mediums, till a sum suffi- 
cient to open and endow a home out- 
side of Michigan, is received. Treasurer 
Mayer made the splendid offer to give 
a handsome house to the N. S. A., if the 
Spiritualists at large would raise fifteen 
thousand dollars to endow a mediums’ 
home, but as his offer was practically 
ignored, only about ten dollars in all 
being received in response to his call, 
the home question will be held quiet un- 
til better conditions for its furtherance, 
arise. However, the good work of the 
N. S. A. goes on, and the prospect is 
a year of good and practical work for 
this organization.

I believe that the spirits of our dear 
ones do return to us, to comfort, guide, 
and cheer. I believe hundreds of well-au- 
thenticated instances exist where spirit 
forms have been seen—in broad light, 
and in their own likeness. Thousands 
of instances have occurred where mes- 
sages have been received from them, and 
I have no doubt that we are often vis- 
ited by departed friends, whose presence 
we vaguely feel, but whom 
see or hear. 

Since such visitations are our only ab- 
solute proof of a future life, I fail to un- 
derstand why religious people cry out 
against a belief in spirit return. The 
Bible is full of such occurrences, and the 
universe is the same today as it was in 
those historic times. 

That such messages have been received 
I have no doubt. That I myself have 
received them I am confident. 

Some people are endowed with what 
might be called spiritual telephone, 
Just as others have mechanical, musical 
or mathematical genius.
